WAS KIDNAPED 

Sea «f Prominent Lexloirtoii Man Is 

llelil for Ransom of tf'i:,,im — 
Death Threatened. ^ 

l,pxlni;lon. Ky . Miirrh 25. — Paul 
I^lftle. twelve yrar-old son of K. R. 
I.lttle, wealthy land owner and stock 
man of this city, waf: kUlnnped Wed- 
nesday afternoon by a man who. In a 
note delivered to the father at 7 
o'clock toniRht at his home on North 
Broadway, is deniniullnR a ransom, 
supposed to be $L',"i.<iii(i, for the Ind's 
return. 

The note Is printed with a lead-pen- 
cil on soft writing paper, and declared 
that the writer has deep-seated enmity 
for the elder Little, and that he exi- 
pects. through the kidnaping of the 
boy. to pull Mr. Utile's "heart o\il of 
bis breast or a large amonni of money 
onl of his pocket." 

The writer of the note declares that 
unless tbe money Is deposited at a 
designated place by a specified time 
the boy will be klllo<l. 

It further asserts that the writer 
twice has had a gun leveled on Mr. 
Little, with the Intention of killing 
htm. 

In conclusion Little Is warned not to 
attempt to have the writer of the note 
arrested if he decides to iiay the 
money, and not to have any one about 
when and after it is deposited at the 
designated place, which Is a prominent 
spot in Lexington.

Nearly two niontlis aso Knnehaku 
started out with a little motor boat 
containing the mail for n half-day's 
run to a noiKhborlnK island. On the 
way engine trouble developed and by 
the time this was flxod the supjily of 
gaaoilne was exhausted through the 
waste due to the repairs. 

Caught In the currents botweou the 
islands .the litle craft drifted hun- 
dreds of miles, but always within easy 
swimming distance of the shore. Kane- 
linka, however, refused to desert the 
mail or abandon the craft of his em- 
ployer.
